The idea of small, invisible particles being the building block of matter was given 
back more than 2000 years by two Greek philosophers Democritus and Leucippus. This 
early concept of atoms was not based upon experimental base but was simply a result of 
thinking and reasoning. Till the eighteen century there was not any experimental evidence

4. Inchemical reactions, atoms are combined, separated or rearranged. 

5, Atoms of different elements in simple whole number ratio by mass combine to 

form chemicals compounds. 

Similarly, at the second half of the 1800, many scientists made some major discovery 
related to atom's own composition. As in 1886 Emst Goldstein discovered proton. In 
1887 J.J Thomson discovered electrons and in 1932 James Chadwick discovered the 
neutron. The electron with negative charge lies out to the nucleus in orbital and proton 
has positive charge lies in nucleus including neutron. The nucleus was discovered by 
Emnst Rutherford in 1911. 

During the nineteenth and carly twentieth more and more physicists turned their 
attention to the structure of atom. Between 1920s and 1930s the Quantum theory was 
formulated which had a model about the electron and its locality in a so small atom. Atom 
which is too small as a calculation should under a dot (*) there are more than 20 millions 
of atoms and of course the developing technologies made it easy to study atom and use it 
for manipulating human life. Enough was learned about atom, as to make practical use of 
electron in electricity, atomic nuclei as in nuclear power generators for energy, in fission 
reactions and fusion bombs. Similarly by knowing chemical properties of atom we make 
various synthetic compounds for making numerous objects. The radioactive rays emitted 
by nucleus of atom today are used I medical fields in treatment of diseases. Still this goes 
on to study the properties of atom in particle physics.

‘The universe is made up of very small and tiny particles called atoms, Atoms are 
very small; and atom has two parts: nucleus and orbits. The nucleus consists of protons 
and neutrons and electrons move in orbits around the nucleus. 


Between 1803 and 1807, British chemist John Dalton worked on atom, He 
believed that atoms could not be created or destroyed. An element contains atoms which 
are same, In 1911, British physicist Emest Rutherford discovered that each atom has a 
positively charged nucleus. 


Modem atomic theory states that an 
atom has a nucleus consist of proton and 
neutrons, surrounded by electrons which 
move in orbits. Neutrons and protons are 
much heavier than electrons. Electrons have 
negative charge, protons have positive charge 
and neutrons have no charge, means they are 
neutral. The number of electrons and protons 
are same in a atom, Overall atoms are 
uncharged because the charges of protons and 
electrons cancel out each other. 





The atomic number of an element is the number of protons in an atom of that 
element and the atomic mass of an element is the number of protons (+) number of 
neutrons (PN) in the atom of that element. 
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AIR POLLUTION,

Air pollution addition of harmful substances to the atmosphere resulting in 
damage to the environment human health and quality of life. One of many forms of 
pollution, air pollution occurs inside homes, schools and offices in cities occurs across 
Continents and even globally. Air pollution makes people sick and it causes breathing 
problems and promotes cancer and it harms plants, animals and the ecosystem in which 
they live. Some air pollutants return to Earth in the form of acid rain and snow corrode 
buildings, damage crops and forests and make lakes and streams unsuitable for fish and 
other plants and animal life. 

Pollution is changing Earth's atmosphere so that it lets in more harmful radiation 
from the sun, at the same time our polluted atmosphere is becoming better insulator 
preventing heat from escaping back into space and leading to a rise in global average 
temperature, Scientists predict that the temperature increase referred to as global warming 
will affect world food supply, alter sea level, make weather more extreme and increases 
the spread to tropical diseases. 

‘Most air pollution comes from human activities. Burning fossil fuels, natural gas, 
coal and oil to power industrial processes and motor vehicles. Among the harmful 
chemicals compounds this burning puts into the 
atmosphere are carbon dioxide, carbon 
monoxide, nitrogen oxide, sulfur dioxide and tiny 
solid particles including lead from gasoline 
additives called particulates, Between 1900 and 
1970 unicle use rapidly expended and emission 
of nitrogen oxides, some of the most damaging 
pollutants in vehicle exhaust, increased 6% 
percent. When fuels are incompletely burned 
various chemicals caused volatile organic 
chemicals (VOCs) also enter the air. 

Some of these pollutants also come from 
natural sources. For example, forests fires emit particulates and (VOCs) into the 
atmosphere. Ultra fine dust particles, dislodged by soil erosion when water and weather 
Toosen layers of soil increase airborne particulate levels. Volcanoes spew out sulfur 
dioxide and large amounts of pulverized lava rock known as volcanic ash. A big volcanic 
ruption can darken the sky over a wide region and effect the Earth's entire atmosphere. 
Unlike pollutants from human activity, however naturally occurring pollutants 
lead to remain in the atmosphere for a short time and do not lead to permanent 
atmospheric change. Once in the atmosphere, pollutants often undergo chemical reactions 
that produce additional harmful compounds. Air pollution is abject weather pattern that 
can trap it in valleys or bellow it across the globe to damage pristine environment far 
from the original sources. 
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‘Were Killed as well as left homeless for a long. That not only affected human beings; hundreds of 
thousands of tame, wild and aquatic animals were affected. Also, Mekran was defectively ' 
thumped by the flood on 27* of June 2007, according to UN report the flashing flood affected 1.5 
million people, 250,000 of whom were made without crowns over their head and another 300,000 
displaced and the most recent cyclone (Phet) hit the coastal areas of Mekran. On the other hand, it 
is assumed that history is a great teacher; alas! Mekranis did not learn any lesson from their own 
eye-witnessed devastated history. The obliteration of forests is still on the mount. Arguably, 
Mckranis are vigorously felling the trees without a care of their own future by knowing nothing 
about a matter of life and death. In addition, deforestation is also raising the temperature/humidity 
which quite conceivably, increases the lifespan of infectious diseases and of vector borne illness 
such as malaria and dengue fever. A surge in such fevers has been reported in the recent years in 
across Mekran, 

Also, over hunting of wildlife is another major cause of the extinction of biodiversity 
in Mekran. The conversion of forests, coupled with the multiplication and building of canals 
and highways altered ecosystem too much so that many species are on the way to becoming 
extinct in Mekran, Astoundingly, the citizens opt to walk off for bunting as a seasonable 
desire, which is probably a precise menace to the wildlife birds and animals, What's more, 
leave alone the local, who can exercise a right of locality to depart for hunting. To top it all, 
with a great bolt from the blue, Arabs from different gulf countries come here (Mekran) for 
hunting birds and animals in different parts of Mekran such as Hoshap, Zamuran, Dusht and 
others in particular, The worst is that, elite people whether they indigenous are exotic used to 
hunt dears and other animals in Ormara, in lieu of being proscribed by the government, Sorry 
to say, the wildlife protection officials opt to take money as bribe and give their blessing to 
the elite people to catch or to hunt dears and other animals. With a great surprise, the 
government is highly unmoved by the plight of wildlife protection sector’s irregularities, The 
wild biodiversity is getting a decidedly ugly tum in Mekran, 

In short and snappy, the utmost efforts to shield the biodiversity are the dire need of 
time. In this reverence, government and its institutions should bear the responsibility on the 
Way {0 protect the biodiversity. The exploitation of environment resources must cease. 
Arguably, the need of hour is long-term planning, at all levels of society; including educating 
people about how to triumph over the looming environmental change, which is incredibly 
effecting biodiversity in Mekran. Observably, at the grass root altitude one can indisputably 
get rid of these problems all the way through plantation even individual basis every day every 
hour of his life, so why not take the responsibility to save the biodiversity as well. Surely, if 
‘one cultivates a tree in from of his home, he will, in all probability, make a difference by 
playing his due part to protect the biodiversity. When it come tom forests and wildlife 
protection departments, they must dirt free with their own roles and labor with vengeance to 
avoid the extermination of biodiversity. Or else, the state of biodiversity in Mekran certainly 
can take an ugly tum and place the key feature of society in dilemma. To be sure, it is matter

Most accurate and acceptable 
regarding Baloch origin is that Baloch have 
come form the Caspian Sea. Actually they 
belonged to the Northern region of Elburz 
and east of Caspian Sea, Many researchers 
believe that Baloch is of Aryan origin and 
true Iranian, And first migration in the 
region of Caspian Sea took place around 
1200 BC.

The poet also admires the 
role of Hindus in Balochistan who died in defence of Kalat in 1839. Moreover, the poem 
iso represents Baloch patriotism without any religious prejudices and calls upon all 
Baloch of Balochistan to come under one umbrella to raise against British imperialism. 

Besides these, compare to modern Balochi literature, we can see that since 
Baloch started fighting wars against brutality to this today, the literature has been used 
a tool to stimulate the Balochs. Furthermore, in the ‘problem of grater Balochistan’ 
jnayath Ullah says that “language and literature has played an important role in the 
development of nationalism in 1929, when Magassi led the Baloch national movement 
in Balochistan or in the Baloch regions of British India. 

in this situation, the Baloch nationalists had no other option but to express their 
thoughts in Urdu, Therefore, the first nationalist writing by Magassi was written in Urdu 
and published as an article entitled “Faryad-e-Balochistan” (They cry of Balochistan) in 
the dally Musawat Lahore in 1929. it was the first literary document for the cause of 
Baloch nationalism. In the article appeal was made to Baloch to recognize themselves 
for the libration and unity of Balochistan. As a result he was terribly punished. In order 
to stabilize and make it more competitive then each of us has to shoulder responsibility 
to learn form intellectuals and our writers’ books or in the views of them to create such 
more material to proceed the literature towards development. 

it is actually a true fact that during the national movement of 1929 Baloch 
literature was planned to be undermine but complicated matter is that literary works 
always can be remembered and can never be uprooted if any nation wish to promote its 
language in shape of novel and poetry.

Sordz: The word Soroz is derived from a Pehlavi word Sort which means (a delightful 
Mnusi¢ by choir) so, the same definition of Soroz is known in Persian language, but in 
Balochi the case is different here Soroz is only the name of music which Is sweet. 
Regarding this, if we throw a glance over Soroz on the context of historically, the 
structure of Soroz is made of wood known Perpuk, the wood look like pomegranate 
‘wood, but some points differentiate both such as, the wood of Perpuk is much thicker 
then pomegranate, the pertain flower of Perpuk look more beautiful then 
pomegranate’s one, 

The actual size of Soroz till Naa! to Taoj is 73 
centimeters and the size of Kamaneek (the tool used to 
take out the sound) is SO centimeters but the sources 
through which the sound of Soroz comes out by the help 
of those used string which makes out sound. More 
commonly, early Soroz containing eighteen to twenty 
strings but the new and common Soroz contain only 
twelve strings. The hidden secret of decreasing the 
numbers of strings from twenty to twelve is the Soroz 
consisting twenty string give tough time to the user. 
Robaab: Soroz, Tamborag, Surno, Nal etc. like wise 
Robaab is one of the instruments of Balochi classical 
music which was costumed before an early period and 
today at the contemporary period the Balochi music 
instrument Rabaab is being used. In addition, the same wood is used for Soroz also for 
Roboob, but in this regard the case is different Robaab doesn’t give tough time to be 
rade because, from Naal to Ta] is one piece of wood which is cut from the middle and 
the absolute size of Robaab is 95 centimeter.

Balochi culture the music contains a glorious space of life from the very first day of his 
life til the last day. However, his entire life passes by playing or listening to the music or 
musicians, seeing that, the rich Balochi culture rips with numerous sorts inside which 
music included. At this point historians do say that due to popularity of music in Balochi 
culture, all possible portions of life in Baloch don’t pass without the use of music. The 
very first day the mother of child including other family members performs their 
traditional cultural acts, singing proudly Zaherok, Sapat, Nazeenk, Warbat, Lado, Leedo 
and so on to entertain the people in order to turn the happy night into more chirpy 
night. Family members of the toddler carry on this for six days, some for fourteen days 
or sometimes for forty days. The mother helps the child to develop the sense of Balochi 
culture under music frame of reference. After this the mother praises the child through 
singing Nazeenk, leelo, lado, zaheerok, till the child evolves into mature and would feel 
able enough to understand the status of the situation. There is no denying the fact, that 
Balochi music romps a vital role in every Baloch life since the Baloch have great deal of 
games which are embrace in Baloch music such as “horo hor eahr de baluke chukka 
chear de” or “bachaa bachaa bazzi or apth lagami thazzi" such pastime were practiced

Gautama Buddha, whose original name was prince Siddhartha, was the most 
influential philosopher and religious personality across the world, and was founder of 
Buddhism, one of the world greatest religions. Siddhartha was the son of a king who ruled 
Kapilavastu, a city in northeast India which is near the border of Nepal. He was born in 
563 BC in Lumbini, which belongs to Gautama tam-ly and tribe of Sakya, 

‘Actually, he was brought up in  luxuriou’ royal 1 ‘lace, but he didn’t want the 
‘material comforts. Therefore, he profoundly dissatisfied for the very reason was that he 
observed the human beings of his surrounding, could see poor persons were suffering from 
wishes and want and rich were frustrated and unhappy. And a majority of people of the 
time was affected by fatal diseases and tension, ultimately their death occurred. Then 
Siddhartha thought there must be more life than a short life pleasure which would soon 
come to an end. Therefore, when he was twenty - 
nine devoted him to the search of the truth and true 
meaning of life. Moreover, it is supposed to be 
noted that he was committed to achieve 
knowledge, and wandered every corer of the 
world to seek wisdom and knowledge. For some 
time he studied with famous holy men of the day 
With the passage of time, he found the panacea of 
human unsatisfactory situation. He believed that 
choosing to live, without pleasure or luxurious 
(extreme asceticism) was the pathway of true 
wisdom. Consequently, Gautama attempted to 
become an ascetic person. For several years, he

resumed eating normally and abandoned asceticism. 

‘Once again he carried out his struggle with problems of the human. In short, one 
evening as he sat beneath a big fig tree and spent all night under that tree with the deep 
thoughts. Resultantly, he received the solution of human problem and became a Buddha 
means an enlightened man. By then, he was thirty five years old traveled throughout the 
northern India to preach his new philosophy. He recounted on four noble truths; first, 
human life is intrinsically unhappy. Second, the causes of this unhappiness are human 
selfishness and desire. Third, the human selfishness and desire can be brought to an end 
when all desires and cravings have been eliminated. Fourth, was underscored how to 
refrain from selfishness and desire, he put eight fold path (1) right views (2) right efforts 
(3) right thoughts (4) right speech (5) right livelihood (6) right mindedness (7) right 
meditation (8) right action. 

He died in 483 BC, after his death a new religion spread in the world slowly. In third 
BC the great Indian emperor Asoka accepted Buddhism due to him Buddhism got a great 
support and a sheer chance to expand across the India and its neighboring countries such as 
Tibet, northwest into Afghanistan, China, Korea and Japan won a large number of followers.

The most important 
among them these are the rights of life, liberty and security of person, prohibition of 
slavery, freedom from torture or cruel, inhuman treatment, freedom from arbitrary arrest, 
detention or exile, the right to a fair and public hearing by an independent and impartial 
tribunal, freedom from arbitrary interference in one’s privacy, family, home or 
correspondence and from attack on one’s honour, freedom of movement, the right to 
change nationality, freedom of thought and religion, freedom of opinion and expression 
and freedom of peaceful assembly and association. 

‘After mentioning these all, the question arises that whether the above mentioned 
rights are being given to the humanity or not. I go to extend of saying that only the name 
of declaration exists but we can’t find anywhere over the world that the UN declaration is 
being given any importance or being followed. 

‘At this rate the example of Balochistan is well-known evident that where human 
right are being badly violated by Pakistan and Iran. It is a sad fact that the extra-judicial 
abducting and killing of Baloch has become a daily routine of Pakistani forces, is a great 
threat for humanity.
